The new law, An Act 
Modernizing Tobacco Con- 
trol, includes a number of 
restrictions on the sale of 
tobacco products, including 
limiting the sale of flavored 
nicotine vaping products 
to licensed smoking bars 
where they may only be 
smoked on-site. The legis- 
lation also grants DPH new 


authority to regulate the sale | 


of nicotine vaping products, 
to ensure the public is in- 
formed -about the tial 


dangers of vaping and to 
implement other provisions 
of the law in order to protect 
the public health. 

The new law also in- 
cludes a 75 percent excise 
tax on e-cigarettes. 

Keenan, a Quincy Dem- 
ocrat, introduced the bill 
earlier this year in response 
to a surge in the number of 
children using ¢-cigarettes, 
Rep. Danielle Gregoire, a 
Marlborough Democrat, in- 
troduced a companion bill in 
the House. 


“The current youth vap- 
ing epidemic is the result 
of age-old industry tactics 
used to target kids,” Keenan 
said. “We had made great 
strides in Massachusetts at 
decreasing the number of 
youth smokers, but with the 
introduction of e-cigarettes 
and the variety of flavors 
available, we lost decades 
of progress. 

“With this bill, we are 
telling Big Tobacco they 
can never again use flavors

THIS IS A 1911 real 
photo postcard view of 
the standpipe that rises 
77 feet above the top of 
Forbes Hill in Wollaston. 
Also known as Third Hill, 
the hill itself is 190 feet 
above sea level. Inside 
this tower is a 30-foot 
diameter steel tank that 
is 64-feet tall. It was built 
to hold 330,000 gallons of 
water. The inside edge of 
the granite shell is actu- 
ally a little over three 
feet from the outside of 
the steel tank and in the 
gap a steel and cast iron 
spiral staircase is enclosed 
.winding around the tank 
to the top. The mostly 
Quincy granite shell is 
4 3/4 feet thick around 
the base and tapers to 
two-feet thick where the 
overhang protrudes. It 
weighs several thousand 
tons. Some Rockport 
granite was used at the 
top of the tower where 
many pieces weigh six 
tons each. The Metropoli- 
tan Water Commission 
built the standpipe and 
a now filled-in adjacent 
reservoir as a backup 
water supply for Quincy 
in 1902.

Seek Cost Of Living 
Pay Boost 


The Quincy City Employees Association has joined other 
groups of Quincy municipal workers in seeking a pay raise 
for 1952, City Manager William Deegan, Jr., announced. 

The association has asked for a cost of living increase for 
the coming year. According to the November figure the cost 
of living in Massachusetts has gone up 5.1% since January 
of this year (1951). 

Since the association’s increased requests will be based 
on the increase from last January to the same month in 1952, 
the exact percentage of the wage boost sought cannot be ac- 
curately determined until the January figures are complied.

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Veterans Interviewed As Part Of Library Of Congress Project

On Saturday morning, 
Noy. 2, at Quincy College, 
the interviews of 13 area 
veterans were conducted 
as part of the Veterans His- 
tory Project of the Library 
of Congress. The mission 
of the project is to collect 
and preserve the personal 
accounts of American war 
veterans so that future gen- 
erations may hear directly 
from veterans and better un- 
derstand the realities of war. 
Each veteran was paired 
with a court reporter and an 
interviewer. The interview- 
er led each veteran through a 
series of questions designed 
by the Library of Congress. 
to guide the veteran through 
his or her life before, during, 
and after the war. 

Each veteran had a 
unique story to tell. Some 
of the interviews contained 
humorous stories, where a 
veteran shared a story of 
how humor played a role in 
getting through challeng- 
ing situations. There were 
moments of sadness, when 
everybody in the room al- 
lowed tears to fall as stories 
were recounted of how fel- 
low servicemen and family 
members were lost during 
the war. And there were 
moments of confusion, as 
new parts of a veteran’s 
story came to light in the 
presence of a loved one in 
the room, who was hearing 
of certain memories for the 
first time. 

At the end of the inter- 
views, as they were leaving 
the third floor of Quincy 
College, each veteran was 
asked how they felt about 
the morning that we all 
shared together.

Flew Missions Over Germany, France In B-24

Quincy’s Russell Erik- 
son, who piloted’ a B-24 
during World War II and 
received the Distinguished 
Flying Cross for his service, 
recalled his time in the mili- 
tary as part of the Veterans 
History Project for the Li- 
brary of Congress. 

In the interview, Erikson 


described several of the 33 
missions he flew over Ger- 
many and France. 

Erikson, who turned 97 
in July, was interviewed as 
part of the initiative in No- 
vember 2018. Alexandra E]- 
liott of the Quincy Histori- 
cal Society conducted the 
interview at Quincy College 
and Justina Pettinelli pre- 
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pared the 43-page transcript. 

Erikson enlisted in the 
Army Air Forces in Sep- 
tember 1942. During the 
interview, Erikson said his 
time flying with a friend at 
Dennison Airport in Squan- 
tum — located where Squan- 
tum Point Park is now — is 
the reason he wanted to be 
a pilot. 

“Where Dennison Air- 
port is in Squantum, there 
were two pretty girls that 
lived in behind me...one of 
the instructors down there 
was going with one of them 
and he used to fly his air- 
plane in between the two 
houses and come up over 
my dad and mother’s house, 
and they knocked a couple

1/4 cup fresh cilantro leaves, divided 
and lime wedges for garnish

“The flak was so heavy 
that when they were shoot- 
ing at you the plane was 
actually vibrating up and 
down,” Erikson recalled. 

“We actually made the 
target and bombed it, and 
the first bit of flak blew the 
window out in front of my 
co-pilot. The second flak 
burst took out number two 
engine and another one took 
all the gas out of one of 
the wings, and luckily, we 
didn’t catch on fire. 

“The landing gear was 
shot and damaged so that we 
were in fairly tough shape, 
and the gunners kept call- 
ing out that the ship on our 
right side got hit and blew 
up with all the bombs in it.” 

Erikson was able to pilot 
the bomber safely back to 
the UK. 

“We came back and we 
landed with no gear un- 
derneath us and everybody 
walked away from the 
plane,” he said. “Everybody 
says it’s a good landing 
when you can walk away 
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from it.” 

On the mission to Hem- 
mingstedt, Erikson had to 
feather his propellers — ad- 


just the blades of the pro-. 


pellers so they are facing 
into the wind to reduce re- 
sistance — after losing an 
engine. 

““We were bombing an oil 
refinery and we lost number 
one engine coming into it,” 
he said. , 

“At over 40 pounds, the 
propellers will turn from 18 
to 88 degrees; and if you 
hit the button to feather 
it, the prop will turn actu- 
ally straight into the wind 
so that you wouldn’t have 
any resistance to it; and we 
did that at around 45 or 48 
pounds of pressure, but it 
didn’t feather; and we found 
out later on that it was way 
beyond inspection time. 

“They should have had 
it, but I said to Mark Par- 
kins, my co-pilot, I said 
we've got nothing to lose. 
I said electronically you 
could turn the prop from 88 
to 18 degrees electronically. 
So if we turned it to 18 de- 
grees, which would be the 
closest you could get to be 
facing into the wind, and we 
started the engine up, and 
we knew that with no oil in 
it it would finally freeze. 

“So actually it stopped. 
We picked up speed and ev- 
erything, and basically we 
got back.” 

Erikson also recalled fly- 


ing a mission over Fort-de- 
Royan- in Southern France, 
during which his plane 
dropped napalm bombs. - 

“It was a scary battle be- 
cause we actually dropped 
the first napalm bombs that 
were ever dropped, and they 
took the napalm and put 
it into the P47 paper wing 
tanks and put it into our 
bomb bays,” he said. 

“They didn’t take into 
account that when you got 
higher up, the difference 
in pressure would make it 
expand and we had napalm 
running down the sides of 
the bombs and onto the 
bomb bay doors and every- 
thing else and we said, my 
God, if we get a spark here, 
we're going to blow up. 

“But we ended up getting 
rid of them and getting back 
and they cleaned the planes 
up.” 

After the war ended, Er- 
ikson said he returned home 
and went to work with his 
father three days later on a 
jobsite in Weymouth. The 
two built houses together, as 
well as churches and other 
buildings. 

Erikson, a member of the 
Morrisette Post in Quincy, 
said he stayed in touch with 
a number of friends he met 
during his time in the mili-

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Does Facial Hair Guard Against The Sun’s Rays? 


A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Nowadays a beard and 
bushy mustache is the fa- 
vored look of Hollywood 
stars and hipsters. However, 
they may also serve a dual 
purpose, protecting a man’s 
face from some of the con- 
sequences of the sun. 
For those men who view 
a mustache as a mainly an 
attractive addition to their 
manly appearance, a new 
study reveals it can also 
guard against lip cancer. 
Dr. Daniel Aires, the di- 
rector of dermatology with 


_the University of Kansas 


Health System, found that 
mustaches appear to protect 
the lip in a similar manner 
as the way that hair protects 
the scalp. Aires and his team 
examined 200 male patients 
who had already been diag- 
nosed with a precancerous 


condition known as actinic 


keratosis on the head or 
face. Actinic keratosis is a 
scaly spot on the skin that 
can develop into a serious 
cancer called squamous 
cell carcinoma. Since skin 
on the lip is so thin, lip ac- 
tinic keratoses can invade 
and become deadly quicker 
than actinic keratoses else- 
where on the skin. He noted 
that approximately 3 million 
Americans are diagnosed 
with actinic keratosis each 
year, accounting for one of 
every seven dermatology 
visits. 

However, many more 
go undiagnosed and un- 
treated, since studies esti- 
mate that greater than 10 
percent of adults have ac- 
tinic keratosis. Additionally, 
The American Academy 
of Dermatology points out 
that once someone develops 
this cancer, their lifetime 
risk for reappearance goes 
up. Experts caution that, if 


left untreated, actinic kera- 
tosis can lead to squamous 
cell carcinoma. This type of 
cancer frequently affects the 
outer layer of skin, around 
the lips, ears, bald scalp and 
shoulders. It can also affect 
the moist lining of the inner 
mouth, nose and throat and 
from there it can spread. Ac- 
cording the U.S. National 
Institutes of Health, actinic 
keratosis is the seventh most 
common cancer in the world 
often strikes men in their 
50s and 60s. 

Nearly 60 of the men in 
the study had a long his- 
tory of donning substantial 
shielding mustaches, mean- 
ing mustaches that are at 
least 9 millimeters thick 
or about a third of an inch 
thick. In conclusion, Aires 
and his colleagues deter- 
mined that years of sporting 
a mustache ultimately trans- 
lated into a 16 times lower 
risk for developing actinic

My hope is that as we 
listened to the brave voices 
of the young people in Mas- 
sachusetts, other states will 
do the same and pass legis- 
lation to prevent youth nico- 
tine addiction,” 

“Today marks yet another 
step that Massachusetts will 
take to protect our children 
and the overall public health 
of the commonwealth,” 
Gregoire added. “On this 
day, we take the final step to 
make this bill a law, further 
demonstrating that we will 
no longer afford Big Vape 
and Big Tobacco the oppor- 
tunity to hook another gen- 
eration on nicotine.” 

The National Lung As- 
sociation applauded Mas- 
sachusetts lawmakers for 


. approving the new law. 


“Today, Governor Baker 
signed a legislative package 
that simply raises the bar 
for tobacco control across 
the country. Absent strong 
action from the federal gov- 
ernment, we urge states and 
localities to follow’ Mas- 
sachusetts’ lead,” ‘Harold 
Wimmer, the organization’s 
president and CEO, said ina 
statement. 

“Clearing the market: of 
all flavored tobacco prod- 
ucts is critical to address- 


ing the youth e-cigarette 
epidemic, just as increasing 
funding of tobacco cessa- 
tion and prevention pro- 
grams, and increasing taxes 
for vape products are proven 
effective tools in reducing 
tobacco use for all ages. 
This law is a major win for 
the residents of Massachu- 
setts and will positively im- 
pact statewide tobacco use 
rates, tobacco related death 
and disease, and tobacco re- 
lated health costs.” 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration in 2018 found 
the number of high school 
students using e-cigarettes- 
— defined by use on at 
least one day in the past 30 
days— increased 78 percent, 
from 11.7 to 20.8 percent, 
between 2017 and 2018. The 
number of middle schoolers 
using e-cigarettes rose by 
48 percent over the same 
period to 4.9 percent of all 
middle school students. 

Baker announced the 
temporary ban on the sale of 
vaping products on Sept. 24 
amid a growing number of 
vaping-related respiratory 
illnesses and deaths seen na- 
tionwide. The ban had been 
set to expire on Jan. 24, but 
that was moved forward to 
Dec. 24 following a series 


of legal battles. 
The state’s Cannabis 
Control Commission has 


also quarantined THC- 


based vaping products, ex-— 


cept for a specific carve-out 


for devices exclusively to’ 


vaporize’ marijuana flower 
for medical use patients. 
Since the state began 


mandating the reporting of. 


vaping-associated lung in- 
juries on Sept. 11, the DPH 
has. received 278 reports 
from clinicians for suspect- 
ed vaping-associate lung in- 
juries, of which 164 met the 
criteria for investigation by 
the department. Three peo- 


ple are confirmed to have . 


died from vaping-associated 
lung injuries in the state as 
of Nov. 6, including a wom- 
an in her 60s from Hamp- 
shire County who vaped 
nicotine, a woman in her 
40s from Middlesex County 
who vaped nicotine, and a 
man in his 50s from Worces- 
ter County reported vaping 
both nicotine and THC. 

Nearly 2,300 cases of 
vaping-associated lung in- 
juries have been reported 
nationwide as of Nov. 20, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention. There have been 47 
confirmed deaths from those 
injuries. 

The cause of e-cigarette- 
or vaping product use-asso- 
ciated lung injury (EVALIT) 
remains unknown and is 
under investigation at both 
the state and federal level. 
Massachusetts _ clinicians 
are asked to report to DPH 
any individual experienc- 
ing otherwise unexplained 
progressive symptoms of 
shortness of breath, fatigue, 
chest pain, cough, or weight 
loss, of any severity, and 
an abnormal chest imaging 
study, who also report vap- 
ing within 90 days before 
the onset of symptoms, and 
are to ask patients to retain 
any. vaping devices and 


keratosis on their lower lip, 
compared with their mus- 
tache-free counterparts. The 
findings remained even after 
accounting for various other 
risk factors, such as family 
history of skin cancer, a per- 
sonal history of sunburns, a 
smoking habit, and/or age. 
These results were pub- 
lished in the Journal of the 
American Academy of Der- 
matology. 

In a separate study, re- 
searchers in Australia, the 
continent with the highest 
incidence of skin cancer 
worldwide, looked at how 
much UV protection men’s 
facial hair offered and found 
that it actually did help, but 
just a little. 

According to Alfio Pa- 
risi, a professor of radiation 
physics at the University 
of Southern Queensland in 
Toowoomba, Australia, for 
a man with full-on facial 
hair, the ultraviolet protec- 
tion factor (UPF) can range 
from 2 to 21 out of a max of 
UPF 50. This is a reduction 
in the UV of 50 to 95 per- 
cent. In comparison, the sun 
protection factor (SPF) pro- 
vided by correctly applied 
sunscreen is about 30. 

Parisi and his team tested 
for erythemal or sunburn- 
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ing UV, which has been 
associated with an increase 
of non-melanoma skin can- 
cer. Parisi states this has a 
higher effectiveness in the 
UVB and a much lower ef- 
fectiveness into the UVA. 
Exposure to UVA is linked 
to skin cancer and aging, 
while exposure to UVB is 
related to burning. 

The research involved 
three mannequin _ heads. 
Minute ultraviolet dosim- 
eters, devices measuring 
the amount of X-rays or ra- 
diation absorbed in a given 
period, were attached to the 
mannequins’ faces in vari- 
ous locations: the upper lip, 
upper jaw, middle jaw, low- 
er jaw and chin. The manne- 
quins were then fitted with 
beards. One was adorned 
with a full beard one was 
given a shorter beard and 
the third mannequin, used as 
a control, remained clean- 
shaven. The three heads 
were then mounted on a ro- 
tating platform and placed 
outside on the campus of 
the University of Southern 
Queensland. Measurements 
of ultraviolet radiation were 
taken on each facial site after 
an hour’s exposure and the 
data was compiled over the 
course of a year. The find- 
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ings concluded that facial 
hair did reduce the amount 
of ultraviolet radiation ex- 
posure to the skin under the 
beards and mustaches, how- 
ever, the protection depend- 
ed on the length and density 
of the facial hair, the angle 
of the sun in the sky and the 
facial site, with the upper lip 
receiving the highest expo- 
sure to ultraviolet rays. 

Researchers all agree 
that although there is pro- 
tection provided by beards 
and moustaches, it’s not sig- 
nificant and the presence of 
facial hair should not be re- 
garded as a reason to spend 
extended periods of time in 
sunlight. They still recom- 
mend the use of sunscreen 
on any exposed skin.

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Can I Increase My 
Benefit By Withdrawing 
From Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I’m 67 and have been collecting Social 
Security for a couple of years now but I want to increase 
my benefit. Will you please explain what Social Secu- 
rity’s Form SSA-521 is for? Would it benefit me as a re- 
tiree to be able to gain more on my monthly benefits? 
Where and how could I request or access this form? 
Signed: Seeking Answers 

Dear Seeking: Social Security’s Form SSA-521, Re- 
quest for Withdrawal of Application, is used when some- 
one has applied for Social Security benefits and later de- 
cides they do not want to collect their benefits after all. 
The form can be submitted within 12 months of the start- 
date of your benefits, and if approved will require that 
all benefits which have been paid to you, or on your be- 
half by Social Security - including Medicare premiums, 
withheld taxes and any benefits (including those paid to 
your spouse or any other dependents on your record) - are 
fully reimbursed to the Social Security Administration. It 
might be used, for example, by those who claim prior to 
their full retirement age, perhaps because they become 
unemployed and need the money, and then later become 
employed again. Or it might be used by someone who ap- 
plies for benefits early but later simply change their mind 
and now wants to delay claiming to increase their benefit 
amount: This form is how someone can initiate the “do 
over option” that you sometimes hear Social Security 
pundits speak of. It essentially “wipes the slate clean” 
with Social Security, but it cannot be used by someone 
who has been collecting benefits for more than one year 
and it cannot be used more than once in your lifetime. 

From-what you have told me, the Request for With- 
drawal of Application Form SSA-521 will not work for 
you. However, there is another way. you can increase 
your Social Security benefit. Since you have already 
reached your full retirement age you can now request that 
Social Security “suspend” your benefit payments ‘so that 
you can earn “delayed retirement credits” (DRCs). If you 
suspend your benefits, you'll earn DRCs at the rate of 
2/3rds of 1% per month you delay (8% per year of delay), 
and when you eventually restart your benefits the amount 
will be higher (how much higher depends upon the num- 
ber of months your benefits have been suspended). You 
can earn DRCs up to age 70, so you should not wait be- 
yond age 70 to restart your benefits. But beware, because 
there’s a catch to suspending your benefits — your spouse, 
or any other dependent, cannot collect benefits based 
upon your work record while your benefits are suspend- 
ed. And if your Medicare Part B premium is deducted 
from your Social Security payment, you'll need to make 
special arrangements to pay that Part B premium directly 
to Medicare. i 

If you decide to suspend and allow your benefit to 
grow, you will need to contact Social Security directly, 
either via the general number (800.774.1213) or by con- 
tacting your local office (find it at www.ssa.gov/locator). 
You may ask Social Security to suspend your benefits ei- 
ther verbally or in writing. So, if you have found that you 
don’t need your Social Security benefit at this time and 
wish to allow it to grow, and you understand that anyone 
else collecting on your record cannot get benefits while 
you are not collecting, then suspending your benefits and 
restarting later would give you the higher benefit you 
are seeking. Your benefits will restart automatically the 
month you turn 70.

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City Has New ‘Public Historian’ 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

After four years oversee- 
ing the visitors’ program 
at the United First Parish 
Church, Bob Damon has a 
new position with the city 
that he likened to being 
Quincy’s public historian. 

Damon, 51, was recently 
named the city’s director 
of historic and heritage re- 
sources by Mayor Thomas 
Koch. Damon said he is be- 
ing asked to incorporate the 
best practices in the field of 
public history into the city’s 
day-to-day operations. 

“Probably the best way 
to describe it is I am the 
city’s public historian,” 
Damon said in a recent in- 
terview. “The mayor has re- 
ally tasked me with the job 
of bringing many of the best 
practices that are related to 
this field of public history in 
and incorporating them into 
the operations of the city 
more broadly.” 

Damon said the role will 
involve working with the 
various city departments 
that oversee the city’s his- 
toric assets, including its 
firehouses, libraries and 
various sites. 

“That role is not neces- 
sarily a traditional one in 
the context of city govern- 
ment in many ways, be- 
cause historic heritage re- 
ally tends to cross a lot of 
different boundaries of city 
departments, particularly in 


a place like Quincy, and the ~ 


responsibilities of those de- 
partments,” he said. 

“In that context, we have 
the Planning Department, 
the Natural Resources De- 
partment and the Public 
Buildings Department at 
minimum who are respon- 
sible for different elements 
or aspects of caring for dif- 


ferent pieces of Quincy’s 


historic heritage. We have 
historic cemeteries, we have 
historic buildings, we have 
historic sites, we have loca- 
tions within parks, so there 
is really a broad array.” 

Damon differentiated his 
new role with that of the Dr. 
Edward Fitzgerald, the ex- 
ecutive director of the Quin- 
cy Historical Society. 

“T think Quincy is pretty 
unique in the number of 
historic heritage sites that 
are owned by and thereby 
cared for by the city itself. 
Anybody who lives here or 
knows this place knows that 
there is lots of history here. 
But, it’s even more than 
that. There is a lot of historic 
heritage and I think there is 
a really important difference 
between those two. That’s 
also part of my job, to help 
people both inside and out- 
side of city government to 
understand,” Damon said. 

“History is really Dr. Ed 
Fitzgerald’s purview. The 
larger, sort of all-encom- 
passing story of this com- 
munity is really his job to 
take care of, to retell in a 
broader sense. 

“My job is much more 
specific. It’s to help take 
care of those pieces of the 
past that have been saved 
and that are around today. 
That’s sort of the difference 
between say the Quincy 
Historical Society and its 


mission and my mission as. 


the city’s public historian. 

“That’s caring for every- 
thing from the city’s historic 
fire stations and libraries 
to the well-known historic 
sites in other locations that 
the city has across the com- 
munity, and there are a lot of 
them.” 

As part of his new job, 
Damon said he has been 
working with school of- 


ficials, including Superin- 
tendent Dr. Richard De- 
Cristofaro, on a new civics 
curriculum. 

“Right now I have al- 
ready started working di- 
rectly with the superinten- 
dent and in particular with 
his curriculum. director, 
Madeline Roy,’ Damon 
said. 

“You may know _ that 
this year Massachusetts has 
implemented a new civics 
curriculum, particularly for 
eighth grade, so I have been 
working with Madeline on 
supporting the work she 
is doing with eighth grade 


teachers here in the city to - 


implement that curriculum — 
bringing resources and sug- 
gestions to them and hope- 
fully other things.” 

Damon also plans to 
work directly with teach- 
ers in the future, as well as 
the groups in charge of pro- 
gramming at the city’s his- 
toric sites. 

“I am really looking for- 
ward to-working directly 
with teachers...getting them 
experiences and the oppor- 
tunity to see and perhaps 
develop their own curricular 
connectic.ns to Quincy’s his- 
tory because there are a lot 
of opportunities there and a 
lot of the teachers also rec- 
ognize that as well,” he said. 

“Then, also working with 
Quincy Historical Society, 
Historic -New England: and 
the other organizations at 
the moment that do provide 
historic programming at the 
sites themselves and how 
do we continue to develop 
those experiences for stu- 
dents, how do we broaden 
them, how do we perhaps 
encourage students from 
outside Quincy to come 
here to visit those resources 
as well.”

is the final resting place of 
John and John Quincy Ad- 
ams. It draws some 12,000 
visitors on an annual basis 
from all over the world. 

Damon said he would 
miss meeting those visitors 
and the volunteer guides 
who provides tours of the 
Site. 

“The two most important 
that come to mind for me are 
talking to people who come 
to visit this community, 
because I love that. Every 
year I get to talk to people 
from all 50 states and usu- 
ally at least 20 to 30 coun- 
tries from around the world. 
I just think that’s great fun,” 
Damon responded when 
asked what he would miss 
most about working for the 
church. 

“But also, the volunteers 
that I work with there. There 
are 14 of them now.. 
folks put in at least one day 
a week for seven months of 
the year as volunteers. It’s 

a full five-hour shift telling 
people about the history of 
the Adamses and the church 
and the congregation and 
everything else like that. 
That group of people is 
one of the most remarkable 
groups I have worked with 
in my career.” 

“IT have also really en- 
joyed working with the 
church congregation,” he 
added. “I’ve had the op- 
portunity to work with 
three different congregation 
presidents, because the con- 
gregation elects new leader-

ship every two years. That - 


work has also been really 
important because I feel like 
I had that opportunity to talk 


with them about why that 
program, which they have 
supported financially for 
almost 45 years now, is one 
to continue to support, | feel 
like I’ve done the best that I 
can to help them fulfill that 
mission which they’ve had 
for far longer than I’ve been 
around,” 

United — First Parish 
Church will miss Bob Da- 
mon as its director of history 
and visitors program, said 
the Rev. Rebecca Froom. the 
church minister. The church 
also wishes Damon well as 
his begins his new role as 
Quincy public historian. 

“Bob Damon has served 
in the role of director of 
History. and Visitors Pro- 
gram since 2016. Bob has 
brought the perspective of 
being a ‘public historian’ to 
his role,” Froom said. “As 
a public historian, Bob is 
interested in telling historic 
Stories in places that are not 
exclusively museums, but 
instead hold multiple iden- 
tities and purposes, both as 
historic sites and living in- 
Stitutions that are important 
to the culture of a contem- 
porary community. 

“United First Parish 
Church has a unique and 
layered identity; we are an 
active religious community 
that has been gathering for 
worship since 1639, a site of 
history and heritage, and a 
venue for community events 
ranging from concerts to so- 
cial justice forums to wed- 
dings,’ Froom continued. 
“Here at United First Par- 
ish Church we are inspired 
by our democratic heritage. 
This means that we take se- 
riously our role as stewards 


of history, telling the story 
of our historic. congrega- 
tion and our most famous 
congregants — the Adams 
Presidents and First La- 
dies. Being inspired by our 
democratic heritage means 
we also deeply value free- 
dom of thought, freedom of 
speech, and the importance 
of participating in commu- 
be it the de- 
cisions of a church, a city, or 
a country, 

“Our History and Visi- 
tors Program started back 
in the Bicentennial Year 
of 1976. Longtime church 
member, Dorothy Wrigley, 
started the program. We 
were open from July 4th to 
Labor Day and the program 
was run entirely by volun- 
teers. For the more than 40 
years that the program has 
been running, volunteers 
have come from within the 
congregation, and the wider 
community — a testament to 
how important this history 
is both to our congregation 
and the wider Quincy and 
South Shore region.” 

Froom said the program 
has grown over the years. 

“We are now open from 
mid-April to mid-November 
and we receive over 11,000 
visitors a year, from all 50 
states and over 20 countries.

Norfolk County Sher- 
iff Jerry P. McDermott an- 
nounces a cost-free inmate 
calling initiative to family 
and loved ones. 

This pilot program will 
provide all Norfolk County 
inmates with 15 free min- 
utes per week to speak di- 
rectly with designated fam- 
ily and loved ones. 


“Maintaining family 
bonds is a critical element 
of effective offender reha- 
bilitation,” Sheriff Jerry 
McDermott said. “This ini- 
tiative is designed to ensure 
that there is no unnecessary 
impediment for individu- 
als to communicate directly 
with parents, children and 
spouses.” 


The cost of these family 
calls will be absorbed. by 
the sheriff’s office, while all 
other calls will be subject 
to. the existing fee structure 


_which helps fund essential 


inmate programming. : 
Recognizing that there is 
currently a healthy level of 
debate on the issue of fee- 
based calls for offenders, 


Sheriff Jerry McDermott 
stressed his strong interest 
in making relevant contri- 
bution to this discussion 


both with the legislature and ~ 


elsewhere. 

“We have to strike a rea- 
sonable balance ' between 
the need to help offenders 
help themselves, as this 


program is intended to do, 


and reinforcing the notion — 


of accountability and re- 
sponsibility,” Sheriff Jerry 
McDermott added. “Every- 
one, everywhere has some 
level of financial obligation 
for telephone services and 
incarceration does not grant 
you immunity from this uni-

He immediately called for the patrol cars that 
have the water rescue/survival suits and the Marine Unit 
to respond to the scene. 

Fearing that it would take too long for this equip- 
ment to arrive, Sgt. Faherty made the decision to enter 
the water and swim out to the victim. The sergeant left 
his gun belt with another officer and entered the water. 
After just a few minutes Sgt. Faherty experienced rapid 
onset of hypothermia and wisely turned back to shore as 
the female was moving further out. An awaiting Brewster 
Ambulance transported the sergeant to Quincy Medical 
Center for treatment. 

Communications informed officers on scene that both 
the State Police and Quincy Police boats were on the way 
full tilt. During this time, off-duty Sgt. John P. Kelly was 

just finishing a 6-mile run when he observed the com- 
motion. He identified himself to Massachusetts State 
Trooper Bucca and after learning what was transpiring,

he told the trooper he had ac- 
cess to two nearby kayaks. 

They quickly brought the 
kayaks to the beach and pad- 
died out to the victim, who 
was lifeless. By positioning 
the kayaks, the trooper and ser- 
geant were able to grab hold of 
the woman to keep her from 
slipping beneath the water. At < 
this time the Massachusetts |] DAN MINTON 
State Police boat and the Quin-_ - 
cy Police boat arrived on scene. 

The female was quickly pulled out of the water and 
onto the State Police boat where C.P.R. was started. Ini- 
tially she had no pulse but officers worked diligently and 
turned her over to awaiting Brewster Ambulance and 
Quincy Fire personnel who determined that she had re- 
gained a pulse. 

After being stabilized, the female was transported to 
Boston Medical Center.

The highest demand is 
for diaper sizes four and 
five, he said. Children stay 
in those sizes the longest 
time, from roughly ages 1.5 
to 3. 

Another product of need 


this year is feminine hy- - 


giene products, Doane said; 
most of Interfaith’s clients 
are women and there is no 
assistance program to pur- 
chase those products. 

This year, Interfaith is 
also looking to distribute re- 
usable shopping bags to its 
clients with Quincy poised 
to ban single-use plastic 
bags. 

“We want to start follow- 
ing that out of solidarity,” 
Doane said. “We want to 
give them out to clients.”

“We remain invested in 
proven strategies across the 
spectrum of prevention, in- 
tervention, treatment, and 
recovery to help individuals 
struggling with addiction 
and support local commu- 
nity efforts.” 

The report found that the 
rate of heroin or likely her- 
oin present in opioid-related 
overdose deaths has been 
declining since 2014 - while 
the percentage of opioid-re- 
lated overdose deaths where 
prescription drugs were 


.present has remained stable 


since 2017. In the second 
quarter of 2019, approxi- 
mately 13 percent of opioid- 
related overdose deaths had 
prescription opioids present 
in a toxicology screen. 

A significant finding 
in the report concerns the 
number of Schedule II pre- 
scription drugs and the utili- 
zation of the Massachusetts 
Prescription Monitoring 
Program or MassPAT. Mas- 
sachusetts was the first state 
in the nation to limit the 
number of days for Sched- 
ule II opioid prescriptions 
and to mandate the use. of 
the Prescription Monitoring 
Program prior to writing a 
prescription. 

These findings include: 

¢ In the third quarter of 
2019, there were just over 
500,000 Schedule II opioid

prescriptions reported to the 
Massachusetts Prescription 
Monitoring Program, which 
is just over a 40 percent de- 
crease from the first quarter 
of 2015 (n = 841,990 Sched- 
ule II opioid prescriptions). 
¢ In the third quarter of 
2019, registered MassPAT 
providers conducted more 
than 2.2 million searches, 
which represented an_in- 
crease of approximately 
200,000 searches since the 
previous quarter. 

¢ Just over 227,000 in- 
dividuals in Massachusetts 
received prescriptions for 
Schedule II opioids in the 
third quarter of 2019, which 
is nearly a 42 percent de- 
crease from the first quarter 
of 2015 (n=390,532). 

The new opioid report is 
accompanied by two new 
sections — one on opioid 
or benzodiazepine use in 
mothers during pregnancy 
and substance exposure in 
newborns, and the other on 
acute opioid-related hospi- 
tal Emergency Department 
(ED) visits by gender and 
age compared to all ED vis- 
its. 

Some highlights 
these reports include: 

* Between 2016 and 2019 
in Massachusetts overall, 
1.85 percent of mothers 
used opioids or benzodiaze- 
pines during pregnancy and 
1.72 percent of infants were 
exposed to one of these 
substances in the mother’s 
womb. 

¢ Between January and 
September of. 2019, the 
percentages of acute opioid 
and heroin-related ED vis- 
its among men were more 
than twice those of women.

“The release of this latest 
data indicates that our pub- 
lic health-centered approach 
to the opioid epidemic 
is working,” said Pub- 
lic Health Commissioner 
Monica Bharel, MD. MPH. 
“As we move forward, we 
will build on this success 
by continuing to focus on 
the widespread availabil- 
ity of naloxone, behavioral 
and medication treatments, 
and sustained recovery ser- 
vices.” 

Other findings of the new 
opioid report include: 

¢ In the first six months 
of 2019, the greatest num- 
ber of 
related incidents treated by 
Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices (EMS) continued to be 
among males aged 25-34, 
accounting for 24 percent 
of opioid-related incidents 
with a known age and gen- 
der. 

* Males comprise 74 per- 
cent of all opioid-related 
overdose deaths. 

The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration, in collabora- 
tion with the Legislature, 
has doubled spending to ad- 
dress the opioid crisis and 
increased capacity by more 
than 1,200 treatment beds, 
including more than 800 
adult substance use treat- 
ment beds at different treat- 
ment levels. In addition, the 
Administration is investing 
nearly $220 -million over 
five years from the feder- 
ally approved 1115 Medic- 
aid waiver, which began in 
fiscal year 2018, to meet the 
needs of individuals with 
addictions and/or co-occur- 
ring disorders.
